Your Optimus AM/FM Bike Radio is versatile and easy to 
use. It combines a radio, a reflector, and a horn — all in 
one compact package that easily mounts on your bike’s 
handle bar. 


INSTALLING BATTERIES 

Your bike radio uses two AA batteries (not supplied) for 
power. For the best performance and longest life, we rec- 
ommend alkaline batteries, available at your local Ra- 
dioShack store. 

Cautions: 

• Use only fresh batteries of the required size and rec- 
ommended type. 

• Do not mix old and new batteries, different types of 
batteries (standard, alkaline, or rechargeable), or 
rechargeable batteries of different capacities. 

Follow these steps to install batteries. 



1 . Press the tab under the radio and slide the mounting 
bracket off in the direction of the arrow. 

2. Slide the battery compartment cover off in the direc- 
tion of the arrow to remove it. 

3. Install the batteries as indicated by the polarity sym- 
bols (+ and -) marked inside. 

4. Replace the cover. 

If the sound becomes weak or distorted or if the radio 
stops operating properly, replace the batteries. 

Warning: Dispose of old batteries promptly and proper- 
ly. Do not burn or bury them. 

Caution: If you do not plan to use the bike radio for a 
week or more, remove the batteries. This protects the ra- 
dio from possible battery leakage. 


MOUNTING THE RADIO 

Choose a mounting location on the bike’s handlebar 
where the radio does not interfere with the bike’s opera- 
tion and the radio’s reflector is easily visible. 

1 . Remove the mounting bracket’s screw, then lift the 
bottom portion of the bracket to open it. 



2. Place the mounting bracket on the handlebar so the 
bracket encloses the handlebar. 



3. Insert the screw through the hole on the top bracket 
and secure it with a screw driver. 

Note: If the screw does not firmly fasten the bracket 
to the handlebars, remove the backing from the sup- 
plied rubber padding and fasten it around the han- 
dlebar. Then secure the mounting bracket. 

4. Align the radio’s tracks to the mounting bracket’s 
dovetails and slide the radio up until it clicks. 

OPERATION 

Using the Radio 


1. To turn on the radio, turn VOLUME clockwise until it 
clicks. 

2. Slide the switch under TUNING to select the desired 
band (AM or FM). 

3. Turn TUNING to the desired station.

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4. Adjust VOLUME to the desired listening level. 

5. To turn off the radio, turn VOLUME counterclockwise 
until it clicks. 


Using the Horn 

You can sound the horn when the radio is on or off. To 
sound the horn, press HORN on the top panel. 


CARE 

To enjoy your Optimus AM/FM Bike Radio for a long time, 
keep the radio dry. If It gets wet, wipe it dry immediately. 
Use and store the radio only In normal temperature envi- 
ronments, and handle the radio gently and carefully. 
Don’t drop It. Keep the radio away from dust and dirt. 
Wipe the radio with a damp cloth occasionally to keep It 
looking new. 


Modifying or tampering with the radio’s internal compo- 
nents can cause a malfunction and invalidate its warran- 
ty. If your radio is not performing as it should, take It to 
your local RadioShack store for assistance.
